Herald Observing 60th Annivesary This Week 


The Ham lin Herald. H am ­ 
lin ’s oldest business to bo op­ 
erated under tho sam e nam e 
since its beginning, observes 
Its 60t.h Anniversary this week. 
The newspaper, according to 
i n f o r m a t i o n from the ides, was 
startled the week in November, 
1903. by the late Mr. Claude 
Shelton who later went to Ro­ 
tan. 
Tho weekly newspaper in re­ 
cording the news of the week 
ii w riting the history of Ham* 
lux, as it has done for sixty 
years. The weekly issues of the 
H am lin Herald a r ’ hound into 
a volume each year and those 
volumes are kept carefully to 
insure an uninterrupted story 
of Hamlin and its progress. 


Earliest issue on file is Oct. 
5. 1906. There are some issues 
in 1913 and then the files are 
complete from 1914 through 
this year w ith the exception of 
volumes for 1918, and 1944, 


Early day history from the 
beginning of the paper in 1905 
is scant. 


D. M. Norwood is listed ay 
proprietor in November, 1913. 
On May I, 1914, the paper was 
purchased by Bowen Pope of 
Chillicothe. On Nov. I, 1945, 
Pope sold th e business to H. 
G. Lackey 
of 
Houston 
and 
W illard Jones of Snyder. April 
I, 1960, Jones, then sole own­ 
er, sold the H erald to Pied Pip­ 
er Publishing Coml my, equal

The late Mr. Pope was own­ 
er ot the paper tor the long­ 
est period of tim e.
